Short Hills hunt 
cost $60,000

The cost is in for the most recent abo¬ 
riginal deer hunt at Short Hills Provincial 
Park. 

A ministry spokesman says a total of 
$61,958 was spent for the six-day harvest 
by members of the Haudenosaunee Abo¬ 
riginal community. 

At the time, Ontario Parks staff mem¬ 
bers and conservation officers were 
reported to be stationed in and around 
Short Hills during the hunt, including 
at both official and known unofficial 
entrances. 

Niagara Regional Police and OPP were 
also on site to offer assistance. 

salaries, $32,750 for accommodation and 
meals and $9,923 in miscellaneous costs 
suchassignsanduseofan ATV. 

John Salo from the provincial minis¬ 
try of natural resources and forestry said 
a total of 67 ministry staff were involved 
throughout the harvest, with about 45 
staff on site daily during the hunt last 
November and December. 

Salo said additional ministry staff were 
required "to ensure public and harvester 
safety at Short Hills Provincial Park due 
to an increased number of protesters.” 

He said the ministry is “committed to 


respecting Aboriginal and treaty rights. 
Public safety is the top priority during the 


traditional Aboriginal harvest at Short 

The hunt has been controversial with 
concerns ranging from safety to the 
appropriateness of the hunt, with mem¬ 
bers of the Short Hills Wildlife Alliance 
taking the lead in protesting. 

Treaty rights allow Haudenosaunee 
aboriginal hunters into the park, which 
is closed to others during that time. They 
are allowed to kill deer by bow and arrow, 
with the first hunt taking place in 2003.

“I’m disappointed the Ontario Parks 
and the ministry of natural resources is 
willing to spend this kind of money to

ber of the Short Hills alliance. 

“I thoroughly disappointed the minis¬ 
try has not reconsidered this, with all the 
opposition they have in Niagara," Zavitz 
said.

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Niagara getting extra money to fight homelessness

Another two years of that is promising, 

On any given night in Niagara, there are 
at least 300 people across Niagara living 
outdoors, in an emergency shelter or in 
transitional housing. And there are likely 
many more, unidentified, living outside, 
couch surfing or in programs not funded 
by the region, she says. 

And consider these facts: 

Since 2008, the region has seen a 50% 


increase in people receiving Ontario 
Works. 

There are about 22,000 people on OW 
in Niagara. 

13% of all the working-age people 
in Niagara are on assistance - Ontario 
Works, Ontario Disability Support Pro¬ 
gram, or Employment Insurance. 

Existing programs will continue. Think 
shelters, housing help centres, street out¬ 
reach and transitional housing. Long-term 
plans will be created, on how to spend the 
extra money, says Chislett. 

'‘There's lots of room to be creative and 
make good service investments,” she says. 

Those ideas will be taken to the Pub¬ 
lic Health and Social Services Commit¬ 
tee at the region on May 12, then sent to 
the province and regional council for 
approval. 

The province will also give Niagara 
$4.78 million this fiscal year for afford¬ 
able housing, through a separate pro- 

Homelessness needs to be addressed 
in two ways - emergency shelters for peo¬ 
ple in crisis and longer-term solutions to 
find homes for people who are chronically 
homeless, and supports to stop them f rom 
sliding hack, says Chislett. 

Shelters are the most expensive part of 
all homeless programs, says Chislett. One 
bed in an emergency shelter costs $1,600 
a month. 

"We have to help people break the cycle 
of homelessness,” she says. 

“You can’t end homelessness if you only 
focus on crisis supports. But you need 
them because emergencies happen. 

"But you need to pay attention to pre¬ 
vention and helping people get out.”

Facebook page Saturday morning, Star’s 
owner was tracked down by friends. 

Crystal Derraugh's beloved compan¬ 
ion wandered off from her Erie St. home, 
about a kilometre away, when she had 
slipped away to the store at about 8:30 

Welland and District Humane Society 
called for the assistance of Port Colborne 
Fire and Emergency Services just before 
8:30 a.m. Saturday after Star was spotted 
in the snowy ice of the canal just south of 

Despite rescue attempts by Port Col¬ 
borne firefighters, it was hoped that 
Star would make her own way to higher 
ground. 

The dog barked occasionally as it ran 
up and down the ice nearby the Great 
Lakes ship Baie Comeau, which has been 
tied up in the canal over winter. 

Firefighters put ladders down both 
east and west canal walls, and one teth¬ 
ered firefighter in a water rescue suit ven¬ 
tured onto the icy surface in hopes of lur¬ 
ing the dog with treats. 

“He was afraid of us," Port Colborne 
Fire Chief Tom Cartwright said of the 

The presence of firefighters along the 
canal banks, plus humane society offi¬ 
cials and others, seemed to make the dog 
nervous, and the dogs would often run 

search of an escape route. 

Cartwright said firefighters didn’t want 
to panic the dog into heading toward 
open water near the Clarence St bridge. 

So they grabbed construction materi¬ 
als from the fire hall just opposite from 
where the dogwas trapped and fashioned 
a ramp. It was secured and dropped into 
the canal at a spot firefighters typically do 

Firefighters cleared the scene just past 
9:30 a.m. having left the dog with the 
tools it needed to make it to freedom. 

“He’s relatively safe,” Cartwright said. 

"We put lots of food down there, and 
hopefully she’ll be able to find her own 
way out.” 

Well, as it turned out, when the story 
about the dog was posted to The Trib¬ 
une's Facebook page, it took just min¬ 
utes to catch the attention of Derraugh's 
friend, Sharon McSweyn. 

“I saw it on Facebook and called (Der- 


raugh) right away," she said following a 

As Derraugh was choking back tears 
when approached by The Tribune, fire¬ 
fighters returned and led her toward the 
ramp they had left for Star. 

Cartwright said it was "an unusual set 
of circumstances” that led firefighters 
to outfit Derraugh with a life vest, safety 
harness, ropes and helmet to assist in 
getting Star reunited with her owner. She 
climbed the canal wall on a fixed ladder 
to a dock. 

"We don’t like to do these types of 
things, but we took all the safety meas¬ 
ures involved,” the chief said. 

Firefighters, he said, could have spent 
hours trying to coax the dog to safety, but 
knew it could be done in short order with 
the owner. 

"As soon as she went down, the dog 

The dog was leashed then led up the 
ramp by firefighter Mike Radzikoski. 

Derraugh said her dog was “exhausted” 
but otherwise in great shape after her 

“She’s fine, she’s happy she’s with me 
now,” she said before the dog gave her 
sloppy kisses. 

She was impressed by the swift impact 

just before 12:30 p.m. 

“Social media — just go, go, go,” she 
said.
